STRAUSS' MOVE CAME AFTER A SPOKESMAN FOR THE OUTGOING EISENHOWER 
ADMINISTRATION STRESSED THAT SOME OF THE FINANCIAL BURDEN OF THE 
COMMON DEFENSE MUST BE LIFTED FROM THE SHOULDERS OF THE UNITED STATES. 

DEFENSE SECRETARY THOMAS Se GATES, JRe, CALLED A HALT TO FREE 
DISTRIBUTION OF U.S. MILITARY EQUIPMENT TO BRITAIN, FRANCE, WEST 
GERMANY AND LUXEMBOURG. THIS AMOUNTED TO $30 MILLION A YEAR FOR 
BRITAIN AND LESS THAN THAT FOR THE OTHERS. 

GATES REPEATED WARNINGS OF SECRETARY OF STATE CHRISTIAN A.HERTER 
THAT THE DOLLAR MUST BE PROTECTED AND URGED WEALTHIER WESTERN 
EUROPEAN NATIONS TO BUY ARMS FROM AMERICAN PRODUCTION LINES.

THE AGREEMENT WAS MADE WITH THE DEFENSE MINISTERS OF WEST GERMANY, 
BELGIUM, ITALY AND THE NETHERLANDS. IT WAS SIGNED IN THE OFFICE 
OF THE WEST GERMAN DELEGATION TO THE MINISTERIAL MEETING OF THE 
NORTH ATLANTIC ALLIANCE. PRODUCTION IS TO START NEXT YEARs

WASHINGTON, DEC. 17 CAP)-THE DEFENSE DEPARTMENT ESTIMATED TODAY IT 
CAN CUT OUT At LEAST $65 MILLION WORTH OF A PLANNED $125 MILLION

THE OUTFLOW OF GOLD DOLLARS.
